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PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN WEST 



The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate an extra, eighth, 
seat: in West Sussex. This requires major changes to be made . 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of West Sussex will be published on 17 December 1992. These are part of 
the sixth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general 
review of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county, on 
which, the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject to 
these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as nearly 
equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules if 
special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates: 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 

throughout the period of the general review. The electoral quota is 
arrived at by dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date 
by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date is the date when the 
commencement of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The 
electorate in England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when 
divided by the existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota 
of 69,281. 

Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP. 
In this case, the representation period will include the Christmas/New Year 
holiday season. The Commission have therefore decided that they will 
accept representations made by 29 January 1993. 



Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission’s proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England to the Home Secretary by 31 December 1994. It is the Home 
Secretary’s duty to lay the Commission's report before Parliament together 
with a draft Order in Council giving effect to the recommendations with or 
without modifications. The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of 
Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new constituencies take 
effect at the next general election. 

Provisional Recommendations 



West Sussex currently has seven constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 
559,456. This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota 
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(69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 8.08 seats. If seven seats 
were retained, the average constituency electorate in the county (the 
county average) would be 79,922 whereas, with eight seats, the county 
average would be 69,932. The Commission have therefore decided 
provisionally to allocate eight seats to West Sussex. 

All the existing seats have electorates above the eight seat county 
average, ranging from 71,930 (3% above the average) in Shoreham to 84,922 
(21% above the average) in Horsham. The creation of an extra seat, 
bringing with it a reduction in the size of the existing constituency 
electorates, makes major changes within the county inevitable, all existing 
seats being affected. 

The Commission recognised that the 1991 electorate size of Crawley borough 
(66,707) is of suitable size to form a single whole seat. They decided 
therefore to propose that the Crawley seat should exclude the five Mid 
Sussex district wards of Balcombe, Copthorne and Worth, Crawley Down, 
Slaugham, and Turners Hill, which are contained within the existing seat, 
thereby forming a seat coterminous with the borough boundary. 

The Commission also recognise that in each case the Chichester seat (1991 
electorate 82,038), the Horsham seat (1991 electorate 84,922) and the 
Worthing seat (1991 electorate 78,294) is too large to remain coterminous 
with the district/borough boundary. 

The Commission propose that the additional, eighth, seat be created in the 
middle of the county from parts of four of the other existing seats, 
thereby reducing the electorates of those seats. The newly constituted 
seat contains the Arundel area and would take that name. It would have a 
1991 electorate of 67,045 and would comprise parts of the following seats: 

(a) Arundel - four wards of Arun district currently in the existing 
Arundel seat (the remainder of the existing seat would constitute 
a proposed Bognor Regis seat with a 1991 electorate of 65,567); 

(b) Chichester - five wards of Chichester district (the reduced 
Chichester seat would have a 1991 electorate of 71,305); 

(c) Horsham - twelve wards of Horsham district; 

(d) Shoreham - two wards of Arun district currently in the Shoreham 
seat. 

The 1991 electorates of the Adur district and the Worthing borough give the 
opportunity not available during the last general review to avoid the 
artificiality of the present Shoreham seat which consists of the Adur and 
part of the Arun districts and surrounds Worthing on three sides. The 
Commission propose that the four Worthing borough wards of Broadwater, 
Gaisford, Offington and Selden should join with the whole of Adur district 
to form the proposed Shoreham seat with a 1991 electorate of 71,891. The 
remaining eight wards of Worthing borough would join with the five 
easternmost coastal wards of Arun district to form the proposed Worthing 
seat with a 1991 electorate of 71,764. 

The Commission propose that the Mid Sussex seat with an electorate of 
82,189 is too large and should be reduced by excluding the four southern 
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wards of Bolney, Clayton, Hurs tpierpoint and Keymer to form a seat with a 
1991 electorate of 70,654. 

The Commission propose that the five Hid Sussex district wards transferred 
from the Crawley seat and the four Mid Sussex district wards transferred 
from the Mid Sussex seat should join with thirteen eastern wards of Horsham 
district (including the town of Horsham) to form a Horsham seat with a 1991 
electorate of 74,523. 

The Commission's provisional recommendations would result in all eight 
constituencies having electorates within 8% of the electoral quota and 7% 
of the county average. The disparity between the constituencies with the 
highest and lowest electorates would be reduced to 8,956.

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PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 



Cambridgeshire currently has six constituencies with a 1991 parliamentary 
electorate of 491,058. This number of electors, when divided by the 
electoral quota (69,281 ) , gives a theoretical entitlement to 7.09 seats. 
If six seats were retained the average constituency electorate in the 
county (the county average) would be 81,843, whereas with seven seats, the 
county average would be 70,151. The Commission have therefore decided to 
allocate seven seats to Cambridgeshire. 

The electorate of Cambridgeshire has grown considerably over the last 
decade, particularly in the south and west of the county. Five of the 
seats have electorates over 78,000 and two, Huntingdon CC and Peterborough 
BC, are amongst^ the ten largest in England, The reduction of these high 
constituency electorates makes some major changes inevitable. The 
Commission's provisional recommendations would result in all the 
constituencies having electorates within 4,511 or 6.43% of the county 
average . 

Of the existing seats, only Cambridge has an electorate close to the county 
average and the electoral quota. The Commission considered alternative 
divisions of the City of Cambridge between constituencies, but decided that 
no change need to be made to this seat. 

The county of Cambridgeshire has no major geographical feature which has 
to be taken into consideration in the creation of seats in the county. The 
Commission, therefore, have retained the existing pattern of seats in the 
eastern and western halves of the county, but have created seats that have 
electorates that are close to the county average . 

The electorate of the City of Peterborough is not large enough to form two 
whole constituencies with electorates near to the county average. The 
Commission looked at alternative ways of dividing the City between 
constituencies and noted that the railway line and the River Nene were the 
best dividing lines in the centre of the City. They propose that the 
current Peterborough seat should be reduced by the transfer of the wards 
of F let ton , Orton Longueville, Orton Watervi lie and Stanground , which are 
south of the River Nene to a new North West Cambridgeshire seat. The 
Commission recognised that these wards should remain together in a seat. 
The Commission also propose that the Werrington ward should be included in 

the proposed Peterborough seat to make the electorate close to the county 
average . 

The commission propose that the Peterborough wards of Eye, Newborough and 
Thorney should remain part of the North East Cambridgeshire seat, which 
would also continue to include Fenland District and only the three East 
Cambridgeshire District wards of Downham, Littleport and Sutton. 

The Commission further propose that the fifteen remaining East 
Cambridgeshire District wards be combined with thirteen wards from the east 
of South Cambridgeshire District to form the South East Cambridgeshire 
seat, with an electorate close to the county average. The twenty nine 
remaining South Cambridgeshire District wards and the Cambridge City wards 
of Queen Edith's and Trumpington are combined together to form a South 
Cambridgeshire seat, with an electorate close to the county average. 
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The Commission propose that the twenty three wards in the south of 
Huntingdonshire District should form the Huntingdon seat, with an 
electorate close to the county average, and that the eleven remaining wards 
from the north of Huntingdonshire District should be combined with eight 
wards from the south and west of the City of Peterborough to form a North 
West Cambridgeshire seat.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN SUFFOLK 

The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate an extra, seventh, 
seat in Suffolk. This requires some major changes to be made. 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Suffolk will be published on 17 December 1992. These are part of the 
sixth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general review 
of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 

Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject to 
these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as nearly 
equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules if 
special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 

The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 



(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 
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(b) to work to the electoral quota 

throughout the period of the general review. The electoral quota is 
arrived at by dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date 
by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date is the date when the 
commencement of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The 
electorate in England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when 
divided by the existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota 
of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
This statutory one month period has been extended by 1 2 days to allow for 
the Christmas and New Year holiday period. These representations should 
be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary Commission for England, St 
Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP. In this case, the 
representation period ends on 29 January 1992. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory . 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 

Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England to the Home Secretary by 31 December 1994. It is the Home 
Secretary's duty to lay the Commission's report before Parliament together 
with a draft Order in Council giving effect to the recommendations with or 
without modifications. The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of 
Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new constituencies take 
effect at the next general election. 

Provisional Recommendations 

Suffolk currently has six constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 481,352. 
This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota (69,281), 
gives a theoretical entitlement to 6.95 seats. If six seats were 
retained, the average constituency electorate in the county (the county 
average) would be 80,225 whereas, with seven seats, the county average 
would be 68,765 The Commission have therefore decided provisionally to 
allocate seven seats to Suffolk. 
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Five of the six seats have electorates above the seven seat county average. 
The electorates range from 79,076 (15% above the average) in Suffolk 

Coastal to 85,918 (25% above the average) in South Suffolk. The creation 
of an additional seat, bringing with it a reduction in the size of the 
constituency electorates, makes some major changes within the county 
inevitable, although the Commission have endeavoured to keep these to a 
minimum. The Commission's provisional recommendations would result in all 
the constituencies having electorates within 3,381 or 5% of the county 
average, and reduce the disparity from 17,507 to 4,679. 

The Ipswich seat has a 1991 electorate of 68,411, within 0.5% of the county 
average. The Commission therefore propose to make no change to the 
boundary of the Ipswich constituency. 

The Commission propose that the additional, seventh, seat be created in the 
north of the county from parts of three seats thereby reducing the high 
electorates of those seats. The Commission are of the opinion that the 
extra seat could not satisfactorily be created in the south of the county 
since they view the estuary of the Orwell as a physical barrier which 
should form the boundary between two seats. The proposed seats are 
constituted in the following way: 

(a) Central Suffolk - Mid Suffolk District is split in two; sixteen of its 
wards to the east together with the four Ipswich Borough wards which 
make up the current Central Suffolk seat, are linked with eleven 
Suffolk Coastal District wards from the current Suffolk Coastal 
constituency, plus two Waveney District wards from the current Waveney 
constituency to form the new seat of Central Suffolk with an 
electorate of 69,837; 

(b) Bury St Edmunds - the remaining eighteen wards of Mid Suffolk District 
in the current Central Suffolk seat, together with thirteen wards of 
St Edmundsbury District, in the current seat of Bury St Edmunds, form 
the proposed seat of Bury St Edmunds with an electorate of 69,698; 

(c) West Suffolk - a further eighteen wards of St Edmunsbury District and 
current seat of Bury St Edmunds, together with the District of Forest 
Heath make up the proposed seat of West Suffolk with an electorate of 
69,070; 

(d) South Suffolk - the remaining two wards of St Edmundsbury District 
plus the wards of Babergh District form the proposed seat of South 
Suffolk with an electorate of 65,382; 

(e) Suffolk Coastal - the remaining thirty-one wards of Suffolk Coastal 
District together with three Waveney District wards form the proposed 
seat of Suffolk Coastal with an electorate of 70,061; and 

(f) Waveney - the remaining sixteen wards of Waveney District in the 
current Waveney seat make up the proposed Waveney seat with an 
electorate of 69,156. 

The composition of the seven constituencies provisionally recommended would 
be (1991 electorates in brackets): 

(a) that no change be made to the following constituency: 
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IPSWICH BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (68,148) The Borough of Ipswich wards: Bixley, 
Bridge, Chantry, Gainsborough, Priory Heath, Rushmere, St Clement s, St 
John's, St Margaret's, Sprites, Stoke Park, Town.

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PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCIES - PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE COUNTY OF SUFFOLK 
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PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN EAST 
SUSSEX 



The Commission have provisionally decided to make some adjustments to the 
existing eight seats in East Sussex to reduce the disparity in the 
electorates . 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of East Sussex will be published on 17 December 1992. These are part of 
the sixth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general 
review of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject to 
these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as nearly 
equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules if 
special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 

throughout the period of the general review. The electoral quota is 
arrived at by dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date 
by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date is the date when the 
commencement of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The 
electorate in England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when 
divided by the existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota 
69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
This statutory one month period has been extended by 12 days to allow for 
the Christmas and New Year holiday period. These representations should 
be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary Commission for England, St 
Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP . In this case, the 
representation period ends on 29 January 1993. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 

Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election. 

PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 

East Sussex has eight constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 548,796. 
This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota (69,281), 
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gives a theoretical entitlement to 7.92 constituencies. The Commission 
have therefore proposed that East Sussex should continue to have eight 
seats. With eight seats, the average constituency electorate in the 
county (the county average) is 68,600. 

The electorate of the existing seats range from 58,002 in Brighton, 
Pavilion Borough Constituency to 75,581 in Eastbourne Borough Constituency: 
a disparity of 17,579 electors. The Commission have therefore decided 
provisionally to recommend some changes to the existing seats, in order to 
reduce the disparity in the electorates, but have endeavoured to keep the 
changes to a minimum. 

Very small changes are proposed to Hove (involving 40 electors) and to 
Wealden (involving 115 electors) to realign the constituency boundary with 
ward boundaries which have been altered by The East Sussex, West Sussex and 
Kent (County Boundaries) Order 1992 and by The Wealden (Parishes) Orders 
1990 and 1991 . 

Other proposed changes are.: 

(a) the transfer of the Hanover ward of Brighton Borough from Brighton, 
Kemp town to Brighton, Pavilion the very low electorate of which would 
thus be increased; 

(b) the transfer of five wards of Lewes District (East Saltdean, 
Peacehaven East, Peacehaven North, Peacehaven West, Telscombe Cliffs) 
from Lewes to Brighton, Kemptown. The net effect of this change 
together with that at (a) above would be to increase the very low 
electorate of the Brighton, Kemptown seat. Together with the 
proposals at (c) and (d) below, the net effect of this change would 
also reduce the high electorate of the Lewes seat; 

(c) the transfer of the Polegate North, Polegate South and Willingdon 
wards of Wealden District from Eastbourne to Lewes. The net effect 
of this change together with those at (d) and (e) below would be to 
reduce the high electorate of the Eastbourne seat; 

(d) the transfer of the East Dean ward of Wealden District from Lewes to 
Eastbourne. This change is proposed to mend local ties between East 
Dean and Eastbourne that were broken during the last general review 
of constituency boundaries; 

(e) the transfer of Pevensey and Westham ward of Wealden District from 
Bexhill and Battle to Eastbourne. This change is also proposed to 
mend local ties broken during the last general review; and 

(f) the transfer of the Camber, Rye and Winchelsea wards of Rother 
District from Hastings and Rye County Constituency (which then becomes 
Hastings) to Bexhill and Battle (which then becomes Bexhill, Battle 
and Rye). This change is proposed to reduce the electorate of the 
Hastings and Rye seat and to increase, the electorate of the Bexhill 
and Battle seat ie the disparity between the electorates of the two 
seats would be reduced from 6,927 to 2,551. 

Changes have been proposed to the names of two seats and to the designation 
of one seat. The Bexhill and Battle seat will be called Bexhill, Battle 
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and Rye and the Hastings and Rye County Constituency will be re-named 
Hastings and re-designated a Borough Constituency. 

If these changes were implemented, none of the constituency electorates 
would be more than 5,610 from the county average and the disparity in the 
electorates would be reduced from 17,579 to 8,313. 



The composition of the eight new constituencies provisionally recomended 
would be (1991 electorates in brackets): 

BEXHILL, BATTLE AND RYE COUNTY CONSTITUENCY (68,502) The District of Rother 
wards: Ashburnham, Battle, Beckley and Peasmarsh, Bod i am and Ewhurst, Brede 
and Udimore, Burwash, Camber, Catsfield and Crowhurst, Central, Collington, 
Etchingham and Hurst Green, North! am. Old Town, Rye, Sackville, Salehurst, 
Sidley, Sedlescombe and Whatlington, St Marks, St Michaels, St Stephens, 
Ticehurst, Westfield, Winchelsea; and District of Wealden wards: 
Herstmonceux, Ninfield. 



BRIGHTON, KEMPTOWN BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (65,932) The Borough of Brighton 
wards: King's Cliff, Marine, Moulsecoomb , Queen's Park, Rottingdean, 
Tenantry, Woodingdean; and District of Lewes wards: East Saltdean, 
Peacehaven East, Peacehaven North, Peacehaven West, Telscombe Cliffs.
